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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Today it is common practice for every car owner to take his 
car to an expert for routine servicing and checkups, and to make 
repairs promptly in order to forestall unexpected accidents, and 
breakdowns. In fact, some very conscientious individuals seek 
out a garage mechanic every time a rattle develops. In general, 
it is considered good practice to keep the car in good condition 
and the owner realizes the result in top performance by the car. 

How many of us apply the same good practice to ourselves? 
Do we secure regular physical checkups, have minor defects cor- 
rected promptly? Do we go to our family physician, make use 
of our local facilities, contact the public health nurse, or do we 
just keep putting it off and think that “‘we can’t afford it this 
month?” These days, with the progress in medicine, more and 
improved clinical services, public health nursing services, and 
good community cooperation, it would seem that all people can 
and should enjoy maximum good health. 

Do you know about the health facilities which exist in your 
town or neighboring towns? Do you know what health activities 
occurred in your town this year? The following are some of the 
activities which you provided in which the public health nurse 
participated: 

3 Child Health Conferences. Infant and pre-school children 
made a total of 56 visits to the Conferences. 

1 Immunization Clinic was held in the school. 29 pupils 
received booster immunization or vaccinations. 

Many of the citizens availed themselves of the opportunity 
of attending the X-ray Survey Clinic held in Belfast in the spring. 

If there is an interest in adult education it would be possible 
to obtain film strips on such topics as cancer detection, tuber- 
culosis and communicable disease control, mental health, nutri- 
tion and community organization.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Searsmont 
has been completed for the municipal year ended February 12, 
1954. The audit included an examination of certain financial 
records which were maintained by the town officials. The exam- 
ination consisted of a review of cash transactions as well as an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures and the results are 
incorporated in the following text, exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the fiscal affairs of the town. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that expenditures ex- 
ceeded available funds to the extent of $1,909.06, per the follow- 
ing summary:

The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to 
the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


The audit also revealed that certain phases of municipal 
operations may be strengthened by favorable consideration of 
the following suggestion: 


Attention is directed to Chapter 225 of the 
Public Laws of 1947 which provides in part 
that deposits shall be made by the treasurer at 
least twice each month when balances exceed 
$100.00. 
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Assets 


The cash balance of $862.55 was reconciled with a bank state- 
ment furnished by the First National Bank, Belfast, Maine. 

Other assets including taxes, tax liens, tax acquired property 
and accounts receivable were reviewed and verification under- 
taken to determine their validity at the year end. Unpaid ac- 
counts were also reconciled with the balances shown on the records 
of the selectmen. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The examination of the appropriation accounts shows a total 
amount of $2,495.72 (Exhibit D), representing various appropri- 
ation account balances which are carried forward to the ensuing 
year without proper authorization. 

The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted to 
$2,019.89, a decrease of $2,059.64 for the year. This change was 
occasioned principally by the excess of expenditures over avail- 
able funds. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, which is incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, reflects the outstanding town hall note of $500.00 
which matures March 8, 1954. Also reflected in this fund are 
notes totaling $3,200.00 which were issued for bridge construction 
and are to be retired from revenues of future years. 


Trust Funds 


Funds which are held in trust by the town totaled $15,172.33 
at the year end and were represented by U. S. Savings Bonds of 
$10,800.00, and time deposits of $4,372.33. These funds, here- 
tofore have not been reflected on the town records, however, as 
they are administered by the selectmen they are included in the 
current year balance sheet. 

It is suggested that all transactions relative to trust funds 
operations should clear through the town’s accounting system. 
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Available Funds and Expenditures 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available funds 
revealed an increase of $5,135.98, as compared with the preceding 
year. This increase was occasioned principally by a higher tax 
levy and the proceeds of notes issued. Expenditures increased by 
$7,584.54, which was reflected principally in highway and ed- 
ucation accounts. 


General 


The examination of the town clerk’s records revealed that 
the transfer of $500.00 of excise tax revenue to the New England 
Road account was authorized by a vote of the townspeople. 

The transfer of $771.42 from excise taxes to roads and bridges 
was made by the selectmen. In this respect it is believed that 
such a transfer should be authorized by the townspeople. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of in- 
ternal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash 
and other matters of financial concern. External verifications 
were utilized to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. Receipts, vouchers and canceled checks were examined 
for a selected period and major increases or decreases noted in 
revenue or expenditures over previous years were explored. Ex- 
cise tax collections were verified by examination of the copies 
of the receipts retained by the collector. Insurance and bond 
coverages were listed. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were fol- 
lowed to the extent deemed advisable to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
town at February 12, 1954, and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended.
